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Saved His Life 



" February 23 will bo Heart 
Sunday in Antioch, as In most 
communities across the na- 
tion. Heart Sunday this year 
wilt mark the beginning of 
the last week of the drive for 
money to finance further re- 
search into diseases of the 
heart, their prevention and 
their cure. 

Tremendous strides have 
been made In all the medical 
fields related to heart disease 
in the past five- years. Much 
of the advance has been made 
because of the dollars that 
have, poured Into the Heart 
Fund. 

The most spectacular ad- 
vance has bceh.inade because 
of the. dollars that have pour- 
ed Into the Heart Fund. 

The most spectacular ad- 
vances have been in the field 
of heart surgery. Operations 
that were unheard of a few 
years ago arc now a routine 
matter in hospitals. 

Illustrating one of the new 
operations, Dr. Allan Thaln, 
Antioch Heart Fund Medi- 
cal chairman, cited the case 
of Joseph Konzny, Rt. 4, 
Antioch. 

"On July 24, 1062," Dr. 
Thain reports, "Mr. Konzny 
noted cramping abdominal 
pain following the evening 
meal. Thinking it was mere- 
ly constipation, he retired 
only to awaken the next 
morning with the same pain, 
plus coldness and perspira- 
tion in his legs. He was seen 
(by the doctor) on July 25, 
1902, because of the symp- 
toms." 

"An examination revealed 
what was thought to be an' 
aneurysm of the aorta (this 
is a weakness in the wall of 
the main blood lubes from 
the heart which blows up like 
a balloon until it breaks, re- 
sulting shortly in death if not 
repaired. 

"He was sent immediately 
to Veterans' Administration 
Hospital in Chicago. After a 
work-up and cross-match for 
ten units of blood, within an 
hour he was taken to surgery. 

"In surgery, not one but 
two, expanding ... ancuryisnis 
were found. The ancurysims 
and the aorta were removed 
and a tube made of teflon 
{a substance like nylon), was 
sutured in place to take the 
place of the diseased blood 
vessel. 

"Mr. Konzny recovered so 
satisfactorily that he left the 
hospital on August ft, 11)02." 

Mr. Konzny was 71 years 
old at the time of this sur- 
gery. If this had occurred 
a ten years earlier. July 25, 
1052, would no doubt have 
heeu his list, day on earth. 
With the help of heart fund 
dollars, medical knowledge 
and technique have improved

But 
machine politics operates in 
the other party too. If any- 
one thinks that the wild gy- 
rations in Republican circles 
after the Carpentier an- 
nouncement was motivated 
by purity and a passionate 
zeal for the public service, 
he is as innocent as Red Rid- 
inghood. It is a source of 
no joy to have an elected 
policeman's association (the 
sheriff's organization) to be 
named as one of the powers 
in state politics. I don't 
think that police should be 
elected^ nnyhow.

they are responsible under 
law for all entries and sup- 
porting documents in their 
Federal tax returns, no mat- 
ter who prepares the return. 

The tax advisor, whether 
he is an Internal Revenue em- 
ployee or a private practi- 
tioner, can rely upon upon 
the Information furnished by 
tho taxpayer. His primary 
purpose is the transfer of in- 
formation from the taxpayer 
to the proper places on the 
tax form. 

Mr. Coyle suggested that 
taxpayers seeking profession- 
al help should review last 
year's return and read cur- 
rent instructions before gath- 
ering Information for the ad- 
visor. Frequently, a de dic- 
tion or item of income is 
missed because tiie advisor 
was not furnished the neces- 
sary information by the tax- 
payer. 

Mr. Coyle emphasized that 
regardless of who prepares' 
the return, the responsibility 
for filing the return and lia- 
bility for any underpayment, 
interest and possible penal- 
ties are the taxpayer's.
